As  far  as  my  means,  with  increasing  demands  upon  them,  will  allow,  my 
contribution  will  be  made,  and  I  cannot  doubt  that  you  will  find  in  the 
Liberal  Party  a  prompt  and  efficient  support.

OBJECT  OF  THE  HOME  RULE  UNION. 

To  siijypovt  the  Irish  Nation  in  its  demand  for  Home  JRide, 
and  to  secure  such  a  solution  of  the  question  as  may  satisfy  the 
Irish  people  without  impairing  the  Mights  of  -Mie  Crown  or  the 
Integrity  of  the  Empire. 
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RULES. 


1.— Title. 

The  Association  shall  be  called  the  "  Home  Rule  Union." 

2.— Object. 

To  support  the  Irish  Nation  in  its  demand  for  Home  Rule,  and  to  secure  such  a  solution  of 
the  question  as  may  satisfy  the  Irish  people  without  impairing  the  Rights  of  the  Crown  or  the 
Integrity  of  the  Empire. 

3.  — Officers. 

The  OfHcers  of  the  Union  shall  be  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer  and  Secretaries. 

4.  — Council. 

(a)  Subject  to  Rule  lo,  Members  of  the  Council  shall  be  nominated  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  subject  to  confirmation  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Union. 
{d)  The  number  of  the  Council  shall  be  unlimited. 

(<r)  Meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee 
may  decide. 

5.— Executive  Committee. 

{a)  An  Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  shall  manage  and  control  the 
business  of  the  Union.  It  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  thirty  Members,  five  of  v/hom  shall  form 
a  quorum. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  shall  decide,  at 
intervals  of  not  more  than  one  month. 

6.— Subscriptions  and  Payments. 

All  Donations  and  Subscriptions  shall  be  paid  to  the  Bankers  of  the  Union,  and  all  the 
outgoings  of  the  Union  shall  be  paid  on  the  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

7.— Membership. 

{a)  Members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

{d)  Any  person  shall  be  eligible  for  election  who  adheres  to  the  object  of  the  Union. 
{c)  Notices  of  Meetings  of  the  Union  shall  be  sent  to  all  subscribing  Members. 

8.— Genera.!  Meetings. 

(a)  A  General  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Officers,  and  for  the  transaction  of  other  business,  shal 
be  held  annually,  at  which  a  Report  and  Balance-Sheet  shall  be  submitted.  The  time  and  place 
of  the  Meeting  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

(i^)  The  Executive  Committee  may,  and  upon  the  requisition  of  lOO  Members  of  the  Union 
shall,  call  a  Special  General  Meeting,  at  such  reasonable  time  and  place  as  the  Committee  may 
decide. 

9.— Branches. 

Branches  of  the  Union  may  be  formed  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Each 
Branch  may  make  its  own  Bye-Laws,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

lO.— Affiliation  of  other  Bodies. 

Any  Club  or  Association  may  be  affiliated  to  the  Union,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  such  Club  or  Association  subscribing  not  less  than  Five  Shillings 
annually  to  the  Union  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  on  the  Council. 

11.— Alteration  of  Rules. 

No  new  Rule,  or  aJteration  of  an  existing  Rule,  shall  be  made  except  at  an  Annual  or  Special 
General  Meeting.  Notice  of  any  proposed  alteration  must  be  given  to  the  Executive  Committee 
not  less  than  seven  days  before  such  Meeting. 

12.— Dissolution, 

The  Union  may  be  dissolved  by  resolution  passed  by  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  those  voting 
at  a  Special  General  Meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  after  not  less  than  One  Calendar  Month's  notice 
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gamated. 


THE  HOME  RULE  UNION. 

jHE  Home  Rule  Union  has  been  established  to  assist  in  explaining  to- 
the  constituencies  of  Great  Britain  the  most  difficult  and  complicated 
question  upon  which  they  have  ever  been  asked  to  pronounce.  Ito 
work  is  educational.  The  electors  must  be  made  to  thoroughly 
understand  the  Irish  Question.  The  mistaken  principles  on  which  it  has 
been,  and  is,  attempted  to  govern  Ireland ;  the  failure  of  these  efforts ;  the  sad 
condition  of  the  country ;  the  evil  influence  which  the  state  of  Ireland  exerts  upon 
English  politics ;  the  lesson  that  is  to  be  learned  from  the  example  of  Home  Rule 
in  the  Colonies  ;  the  merits  of  the  remedy  devised  by  Mr.  Gladstone, — must  one 
and  all  be  made  clear  to  the  electors  if  the  hasty  decision  of  the  last  election  is  to 
be  reversed.  This  undertaking  is  one  of  such  difficulty  and  complexity  that  it  can 
be  adequately  dealt  with  only  by  men  who  have  had  experience  in  educational 
methods. 

The  work  of  organisation  and  of  exciting  enthusiasm  by  public  meetings  is 
being  excellently  carried  on,  and  the  unnecessary  multiplication  of  political 
organisations  is  an  evil.  It  must,  therefore,  be  clearly  understood  that  the  Home 
Rule  Union  will  not  interfere  with  any  existing  political  body  or  take  up  the  kind 
of  work  on  which  any  existing  body  is  engaged. 

The  testimony  of  every  one  who  had  been  active  during  the  last  election  was 
that  information  alone  was  wanted  to  convert  the  democracy  of  England  to  the 
cause  of  Home  Rule  for  Ireland.  Up  to  that  time  only  the  British  Home  Rule 
Association  had  endeavoured  to  supply  this  want.  But  early  in  the  autumn  some 
gentlemen  met  at  the  National  Liberal  Club  and  formed  the  United  Kingdom 
Home  Rule  League,  with  substantially  the  same  object.  And  a  third  effort 
originated  during  last  session,  the  funds  to  carry  out  which  were  collected  in  the 
House  of  Commons  by  Professor  Stuart,  M.P.  It  was  soon  perceived  that  each  of 
these  bodies,  having  the  same  work  in  hand,  would  gain  in  efficiency,  force 
and  economy  by  uniting  into  one.  Details  satisfactory  to  each  were  arranged, 
and  the  new  association  came  into  formal  existence  on  December  9,  1886, 
under  the  title  of  the  Home  Rule  Union.  It  must  not  be  supposed  that  no  work 
was  done  while  these  arrangements  were  proceeding.  An  active  propaganda  was 
commenced  in  October,  and  a  good  deal  has  since  been  accompHshed.  Before 
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'describing  this  work,  however,  we  will  refer  briefly  to  the  progress  each  association 
made  previous  to  the  formation  of  the  Home  Rule  Union. 

The  British  Home  Rule  Association  was  formed  at  a  meeting  held  at  the 
Westminster  Palace  Hotel  on  February  lo,  1886,  the  Earl  of  Ashburnham  in  the 
chair.  The  circular  convening  the  meeting  suggested  that  the  society  should 
consist  of  "Englishmen  and  Scotchmen  favourable  to  the  principle  of  the 
establishment  of  an  Irish  Parliament  in  Dublin  for  Irish  affairs."  Amongst  those 
present  were  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Bagshawe  (Bishop  of  Nottingham),  Sir  James 
Marshall,  C.M.G.,  Lord  Clifton,  Dr.  Clark,  M.P.,  Mr.  Wilfrid  Scawen  Blunt,  and 
Mr.  Joseph  Cowen,  who  was  subsequently  elected  Vice-Chairman.  A  provisional 
Executive  Committee  often  gentlemen  was  appointed,  and  Mr.  W.  Martin  Edmunds, 
Mr.  E.  W.  Hope,  and  Mr.  J.  G.  Kenyon  were  elected  the  joint  Hon.  Secretaries. 
The  following  gentlemen  also  were  later  on  officially  connected  with  the  Association  : 
—The  Earlof  Orford,  Mr.  Cobb,  M,P.,Mr.  Conybeare,  M.P.,Mr.  John  Wilson,  M.P., 
Mr.  W.  S.  Robson  (late  M.P.  for  Bow  and  Bromley),  Mr.  T.  C.  Thompson  (late 
M.P.  for  Durham),  Rev.  J.  Page  Hopps,  Rev.  J.  S.  Jones,  Mr.  E.  Lucas,  and  Mr. 
■Orby  Shipley.  Soon  after  the  formation  of  the  Association,  a  letter  was  received 
from  the  Right  Hon.  E.  Blake,  leader  of  the  opposition  in  the  Canadian 
FarHament,  enclosing  a  donation  in  aid  of  the  funds,  and  promising  further  help. 
The  British  Home  Rule  Association  was  instrumental  in  arranging  and  carrying 
out  fifty  public  meetings,  those  held  at  Battle,  St.  Leonard's-on-Sea,  Leek,  Ramsgate, 
^Birmingham,  Rugby  and  Kidderminster  being  particularly  successful.  About 
250,000  pamphlets  of  various  kinds  were  distributed,  including  35,000  copies  of 
Mr.  Joseph  Cowen's  speech  on  Ireland  and  Home  Rule.  The  subscriptions  and 
donations  which  covered  the  cost  of  these  efforts  are  acknowledged  at  the  end  of 
this  report ;  and  there  is  still  a  balance  in  hand,  which  is  now  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Home  Rule  Union. 

The  United  Kingdom  Home  Rule  League  was  constituted  at  a  meeting 
held  by  permission  at  the  National  Liberal  Club  on  July  23,  1886,  under 
the   presidency   of    Professor    Thorold    Rogers,    and,    besides    others,  the 
I^igye.         following  gentlemen  attended  :— Mr.  J.  A.  Picton,  M.P.,  Mr.  E.  H.  Pickersgill,  M.P., 
Mr.    Channing,   M.P.,    Mr.    Lawrence    Gane,    M.P.,  Mr.   Johns  (late  M.P. 
for   Nuneaton),  Mr.   T.  E.  Gibb  (late   M.P.   for  St.   Pancras),    Dr.  Aubrey, 
Dr.   Pankhurst,   Dr.   Gutteridge,  and    Mr.  William  Phillips,   M.L.S.B.  The 
principal   resolution   dealing   with   the   object  of   the   new   League   raai  as 
follows  : — "To  promote  Home  Rule  principles  in  England,  Scotland,  Ireland  and 
Wales,  the  case  of  Ireland  being  the  most  immediately  urgent."    Mr.  Gladstone 
Sympathy  of  was  informed  of  the  meeting,  and  wrote:  "I  need  hardly  assure  you  that  the 
Mr.  Gladstone  ^iovement  has  my  best  wishes."    Within  a  few  weeks  upwards  of  sixty  Members  of 
Parliament  and  Home  Rule  candidates  joined  the  Council  of  the  League.     It  was 
early  recognised  that  it  would  be  desirable,  if  possible,  to  unite  with  the  other  bodies 
engaged  in  the  work  of  educating  the  constituencies  upon  the  Home  Rule  question, 
and,  until  this  amalgamation  could  be  effected,  the  League  confined  its  efforts  to  the 
preparation  and  publication  of  literature  and  delivery  of  lectures  in  the  various 
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constituencies  that  desired  to  have  them  before  the  close  of  the  year.  Nearly 
100,000  leaflets,  pamphlets  and  handbills  were  distributed  gratuitously,  including 
several  thousand  copies  of  a  most  useful  handbook — "  The  Story  of  Ireland  " — by 
the  Rev.  John  Urquhart,  of  Weston-super-Mare,  and  various  brief  pamphlets  by  the 
Rev.  John  Page  Hopps,  also  leaflets  upon  "The  Repression  of  Irish  Trade,"  "  The 
Home  Rule  that  Existed  in  Ireland  before  the  Union,"  and  "  How  Ireland  is 
Governed  To-day."  The  preliminary  expenses  incurred  in  this  work  were  covered  by 
the  donations  acknowledged  on  page  20  of  this  Report,  where  a  balance-sheet  up 
to  December  9,  1886,  may  be  seen. 

Immediately  after  the  General  Election,  Mr.  E.  J.  C.  Morton  drew  up  a  scheme 
St'^^^t'^  I?^  d  ^^^^^^^^S  constituencies  on  the  Home  Rule  Question  which  was  warmly 
■  taken  up  by  Professor  Stuart,  M.P.,  and  brought  before  certain  Liberal  Members  of 
Parliament,  who  raised  a  sum  of  about  ;£"i5o  to  defray  the  expenses  of  carrying  it 
on.  The  details  of  this  scheme,  which  has  since  been  adopted  by  the  Home  Rule 
Union,  will  be  found  on  page  8.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  main  idea  of  it  was  to 
replace  the  inadequate  appeal  of  casual  political  speeches  by  a  course  of  lectures 
in  each  constituency,  which  should  thoroughly  grapple  with  the  question,  and 
carefully  cover  the  ground  of  the  case  for  Home  Rule.  The  gentlemen  who 
originally  volunteered  to  prepare  the  lectures  of  this  course  with  Mr.  Morton  were 
Messrs.  Hugh  F.  Boyd,  Liberal  candidate  for  South-east  Durham,  G.  P.  Macdonell, 
W.  S.  Robson  (late  M.P.  for  Bow  and  Bromley)  and  T.  E.  Scrutton,  Liberal 
candidate  for  Limehouse.  Mr.  Parnell  heard  of  the  scheme  and  cordially  approved 
of  it,  and  at  his  request  three  members  of  the  Irish  Parliamentary  party,  Messrs. 
J.  A.  Blake,  Pierce  Mahony,  late  Sub-Commissioner  under  the  Irish  Land  Act, 
and  W.  A.  MacDonald,  have  each  prepared  and  delivered  in  several  constituencies 
a  lecture  on  "  Ireland  as  it  is,"  as  one  of  the  course.  Since  then,  Messrs.  W.  Clarke, 
B.  F.  C.  Costelloe,  Liberal  candidate  for  North  Wilts,  R.  Dunlop,  F.  Sydney 
Morriss,  and  the  Rev.  Hirst  HoUowell  have  volunteered  their  services. 
Subsequent  to  the  formation  of  the  Home  Rule  Union,  the  assistance  of  two 
most  able  lecturers  has  been  obtained  from  the  Irish  Protestant  Home  Rule 
Association,  .viz.,  Messrs  W.  M.  Crook  and  E.  Haviland  Burke. 

Applications  for  the  lectures  poured  in  so  fast  that  it  was  soon  found  that  a 
great  deal  more  money  as  well  as  machinery  would  be  required  if  the  work  was  to 
be  carried  to  a  successful  issue.  Mr.  E.  J.  C  Morton  has  therefore  become 
Chairman  of  the  Lecture  Sub-Committee  of  the  Home  Rule  Union,  which  has  made 
the  prosecution  of  the  lecture-scheme  one  of  its  main  objects. 
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CHAPTER  11. 
THE  PROGRAMME  OF  THE  HOME  RULE  UNION. 

liHE  chief  means  by  which  the  Home  Rule  Union  hopes  to  carry  its 
programme  into  effect  are  the  dehvery  of  lectures,  the  distribution 
of  literature,  and  the   cultivation  of  local   interest  in  the  Home 
Rule  Question  in   every  district  where  it  can  affiliate  an  existing 
association,  or  found  a  branch,  or  secure  an  efficient  correspondent. 

The  following  are  the  details  of  the  plan  according  to  which  the  lecturers 
work  : — ■ 

Lectures.  The  lectures  are  arranged  in  a  course  which  covers  the  whole  case  for  Home 

Rule.  It  is  hoped  that  by  the  delivery  of  the  series  in  every  constituency  of  a 
large  district  such  interest  will  be  excited  as  to  induce  considerable  audiences 
to  attend,  and  the  main  body  of  the  electors  to  read  verbatim  reports,  which,  it  is 
intended,  shall  be  published  as  described  below.  Each  course  consists  of  four 
lectures  on  the  following  subjects  : — 

Lecture  I. — *'  History  of  Ireland,"  with  special  reference  to  the  passage  of  the 
Act  of  Union.  Lecture  II. — "  Ireland  as  it  is,"  explaining  what  Castle  Govern- 
ment, Coercion,  Eviction,  &c.,  really  mean.  Lecture  III. — "  Home  Rule  in 
England's  Colonies,"  showing  how  Home  Rule  has  always  made  the  Colonies 
loyal,  and  tended  towards  Union  and  not  Separation.  Lecture  IV. — "  Mr. 
Gladstone's  Home  Rule  Policy."    Other  courses  are  in  preparation. 

A  syllabus  is  prepared  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  newspaper  column  in  extent  for 
publication  in  the  local  press  before  the  lecture  is  given ;  at  the  end,  questions  and 
discussion  are  invited,  the  lecturer  endeavouring  to  meet  any  difficulties  which 
may  be  suggested.     As  good  reports  as  possible  are  procured  from  the  local  press. 

The  lecturers  are  carefully  chosen,  and  none  but  first-ra.te  men,  accustomed  to 
deliver  educational  addresses  to  popular  audiences,  are  entrusted  with  the  work, 
^^^j.  Since  October  last  120  lectures  have  been  delivered.    The  cost  of  each  to  the 

Lectures.        Union  has  been  on  an  average  only  25s. ;  this  small  sum  has  hitherto  proved  sufficient, 
because  the  lecturers  accepted  no  remuneration,  but  carried  on  the  work  because 
their  hearts  are  in  it,  and  from  a  deep  conviction  of  its  importance. 
Divisionr^^'^        ^^^y  counties  of  Cornwall,  Devon  and  Dorset,  in  which  eighty-three 

lectures  have  now  been  delivered,  has  this  programme  been  carried  out  with  any 
approach  to  completeness.  In  Dorset  and  all  the  boroughs  that  have  hitherto 
been  attacked,  the  local  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Liberal  Association  of 
the  constituency.    In  the  county  divisions  of  Devon  and  Cornwall  they  have 
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been  kindly  undertaken  by  Dr.  Ralph,  of  Launceston,  and  the  Home  Rule 
Union  desires  to  acknowledge  his  assiduous  work,  as  well  as  that  of  the  local 
secretaries. 

Results  of  Everywhere  the  most  satisfactory  results  have  followed.    A  large  number  of 

ec  uies.  letters  have  been  received  from  residents  in  the  constituencies  expressing  the 
utmiost  approval.  As  an  illustration  of  the  indirect  effect  produced  in  several 
cases,  we  may  quote  from  one  of  our  correspondents  : — "  Places  that  were  quite 
apathetic  are  waking  up,  and  anxious  not  to  be  left  out  of  the  programme.  At 
Helston  the  matter  led  to  a  meeting  of  the  Liberal  Club  and  the  defeat  of  the 
Unionists,  showing  unexpectedly  to  our  friends  there  how  strong  was  Home  Rule 
feeling." 

Summing  up  the  results  of  the  campaign  in  Devon  and  Cornwall,  Dr.  Ralph 
wrote  on  December  25th  : — 

"  As  far  as  I  can  gather,  the  practical  effects  are  : — 

1.  An  increase  of  information  on  the  condition  of  Ireland,  and  consequent 

growth  of  sympathy. 

2.  A  fresh  enthusiasm  for  Mr.  Gladstone. 

3.  A  creation  of  new  committees,  which  may  grow  into  Associations  where  the 

old  Liberal  Associations  were  broken  up  by  the  split. 

4.  A  growing  eagerness  for  lectures  in  the  more  out-of-the-way  villages  and 

rural  voting  districts. 

5.  A  tolerably  wide  dispersion  of  literature. 

6.  The  confirmation  of  many  lukewarm  Gladstone  Liberals  who  wanted  a 

reason  for  the  faith  that  was  in  them." 
It  is  proposed  to  treat  London  in  a  similar  manner  in  February,  and  the  other 
Tory  and  so-called  "  Unionist "  constituencies  later,  and  it  is  hoped  that  equally 
good  results  may  ensue  everywhere.    Up  to  the  present  time  twenty-four  con- 
stituencies in  London  have  applied  for  the  whole  course  of  lectures. 

Literature.  It  is  intended  to  follow  up  the  work  of  the  lecturers  by  the  distribution  in 

every  constituency  of  about  4,000  verbatim  reports  of  each  lecture.  Although  it  is 
a  common  complaint  with  political  workers  that  it  is  hard  to  induce  electors  to 
read,  the  Home  Rule  Union  hopes  that  by  the  systematic  development  of  its 
programme  it  may  overcome  this  difficulty.  The  interest  excited  by  the  presence 
of  the  lecturer,  the  appearance  of  the  syllabus,  and  other  notices  in  the  local  press, 
will  be  an  inducement  to  every  voter  to  prosecute  the  study  of  the  Irish  question 
for  himself  if  the  means  are  placed  at  his  disposal,  and  it  is  a  main  object  with  the 
Home  Rule  Union  to  furnish  every  assistance  for  so  doing. 

Wsh  Press.  Owing  to  the  hearty  co-operation  given  by  the  Irish  Press  Agency,  for  which 

gency.  Home  Rule  Union  desires  to  express  its  thanks,  a  great  mass  of  their  excellent 

literature  has  been  distributed  gratis.  A  package  of  leaflets  and  pamphlets  was 
sent  to  the  local  secretary  a  few  days  before  the  delivery  of  each  lecture,  so  that 
the  audiences  were  able  to  carry  away  with  them  some  useful  facts  to  read  and 
digest  at  home.  As  much  literature  as  possible  will  be  distributed  gratis,  and 
books  and  pamphlets  of  a  higher  order  will  be  furnished  at  as  low  a  price  as  can  be 
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arranged.  A  large  illustrated  almanack  is  in  preparation,  for  which  a  wide  circulation 
is  anticipated.  The  chief  features  are  the  Irish  House  of  Commons  during 
Grattan's  Parliament,  an  Eviction  Scene  (from  the  Illusti-ated  London  Neius)^  and 
the  present  Home  Rule  leaders. 

It  is  intended  to  acquire  for  reference  and  the  assistance  of  the  lecturers  the 
leading  standard  works  upon  Ireland.  One  incidental  advantage  of  the  discussion 
of  the  Irish  Question  has  been  the  issue  of  many  excellent  works  upon  the  subject, 
and  the  Home  Rule  Union  is  prepared  to  give  the  names  of  the  standard  authorities 
and  their  works,  upon  any  particular  branch  of  the  question,  to  any  correspondent 
who  applies  for  them,  as  well  as  to  assist  in  obtaining  the  books  themselves  if  that 
should  be  desired.  All  the  recent  statistics  concerning  Ireland  are  available,  a.nd 
it  will  be  a  main  object  to  promote  in  every  way  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
subject. 

It  is  expected  that  as  the  work  of  the  Union  becomes  more  widely  known, 
many  clubs  and  associations  throughout  the  country  will  desire  to  affiliate  themselves 
to  it.  The  local  organisation  required  to  carry  out  this  programme  need  not  be  of 
an  extensive  or  a  permanent  character.  If  a  small  sub-committee  be  appointed  to 
arrange  for  and  advertise  the  lectures,  and  to  receive  and  secure  a  good  distribution 
of  the  literature,  it  will  probably  be  all  that  is  needed.  It  might,  however,  be 
desirable  for  the  sub-committee  to  continue  in  existence  until  the  question  of  Home 
Rule  is  settled.  Such  a  body  could  arrange  with  comparatively  little  expense  in 
one  form  or  another  to  reach  every  elector  in  its  district.  This  would  dispel  the 
helpless  sense  of  want  of  knowledge  which  embarrassed  so  many  voters  at  the  last 
election,  and  would  bring  to  a  practical  head  the  efforts  of  the  Union.  If,  however, 
it  is  impossible  to  have  a  sub-committee  appointed,  a  correspondent  interested  in 
the  Irish  Question,  and  willing  to  enter  into  communication  with  the  Union  and 
to  carry  on  the  work,  would  prove  exceedingly  useful. 

In  the  cases  of  most  of  the  lectures  delivered  up  to  the  present  time  the 
locality  provided  the  expenses  of  hire  of  rooms  and  advertising,  and  in  many 
instances  entertained  the  lecturer.  In  some  cases,  however,  it  may  be  impossible 
to  undertake  these  arrangements,  so  that  the  whole  of  the  expenses  would  fall 
upon  the  Union. 

It  is  evident  that  a  considerable  sum  of  money  will  be  required  if  this  extensive 
programme  is  carried  out,  as  intended,  in  every  constituency  now  represented 
by  a  so-called  "  Unionist  "  or  Conservative.  The  distribution  of  literature  can  be 
carried  on  to  any  extent  if  money  is  provided.  So  far  as  can  be  discerned  at 
present,  there  is  no  stability  in  the  political  situation,  and  it  will  be  acknowledged 
that  the  work  should  be  pushed  on  as  quickly  as  possible.  We  therefore  make  an 
earnest  appeal  for  assistance  to  all  who  are  interested  in  the  settlement  of  the  Irish 
Question.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  funds  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  At  the 
commencement  of  the  year  there  was  nearly  ;£^oo  in  hand.  This  sum,  however, 
will  be  soon  exhausted,  and  further  activity  will  then  depend  upon  how  much  is 
contributed.

CHAPTER  III. 

FIRST  MEETING  OF  THE  HOME  RULE  UNION. 

HE  first  meeting  of  the  Home  Rule  Union  was  held  at  the 
Westminster  Palace  Hotel,  on  Thursday,  December  9,  1886,  the 
Right  Hon.  James  Stansfeld,  M.P.,  in  the  chair.

The  numerous  sympathising  letters  and  telegrams  which  were  received  included 
the  following  : — 

From  Earl  Spencer. — "I  heartily  wish  success  to  the  Home  Rule  Union.  It 
is  by  discussion  and  co-operation  among  those  who  earnestly  believe  in  self- 
government  for  Ireland  that  we  shall  obtain  a  solution  of  difficulties  which  are  now 
dangerous  to  Ireland  and  the  rest  of  the  empire." 

From  the  Earl  of  Ashburnham.— "  I  very  deeply  regret  that  the  precautions 
imposed  upon  me  by  a  recent  severe  illness  make  it  impossible  for  me  to  be  present 
this  evening  at  the  meeting  which  is  .  to  inaugurate  the  incorporation  of  the 
British  Home  Rule  Association  with  the  United  Kingdom  Home  Rule  League 
under  the  name  of  the  Home  Rule  Union.  As  chairman  of  the  first-named  and 
older  association,  I  congratulate  myself  and  those  to  whose  kindness  I  owed  that 
honourable  position,  upon  the  great  increase  of  strength  which  must  accrue  to  our 
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cause  from  this  amalgamation ;  and,  as  a  humble  member  of  the  new  Union,  I 
take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  entire  approval  of  its  object,  and  my  most 
cordial  wishes  for  its  success." 

From  Lord  Ripon  : — "  I  am  much  obliged  to  you  for  your  letter  of  yesterday. 
I  am  quite  sure  that  the  good  work  done  by  the  British  Home  Rul^  Association 
last  summer  will  bear  fruit  in  the  future.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  amalgamation 
of  that  association  with  the  Home  Rule  League  was  a  judicious  step.  There  was 
not  room  for  two  such  bodies." 

From  Lord  Wolverton. — "  I  am  extremely  sorry  that  a  previous  engagement 
prevents  me  from  attending  the  meeting.  I  feel  that  we  are  much  indebted  to 
those  who,  like  yourself,  are  willing  and  able  to  do  good  service  at  this  juncture 
Your  system  of  lectures  is  what  is  wanted,  and  I  most  heartily  wish  you  all  success 
in  the  task  which  you  have  undertaken.' 

From  Sir  Charles  Russell,  Q.C.,  M.P. — "  I  very  greatly  regret  that  I  have  not 
had  timely  notice  of  the  meeting  of  to-night,  or  I  should  certainly  have  arranged 
to  attend  to  support  Mr.  Stansfeld.  As  it  is,  I  am  obliged  to  keep  an  engagement 
of  some  standing." 

From  Mr.  Joseph  Cowen  (late  M.P.,  Newcastle). — *'  I  am  very  glad  that  the 
two  Home  Rule  Associations  have  agreed  to  combine.  I  am  sure  it  will  be  the 
best  thing  for  the  cause." 

From  Mr.  Frederic  Harrison. — "  A  long  standing  engagement  makes  it 
impossible  for  me  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Home  Rule  Union.  I  am 
heartily  at  one  with  its  work.  The  urgent  want  in  English  politics  now  is  to  force 
upon  our  people  a  real  knowledge  of  the  just  claims  of  Ireland  as  a  nation,  and, 
secondly,  the  willingness  to  satisfy  those  claims  in  such  a  way  as  will  finally  content 
the  Irish  people." 

From  Professor  James  Bryce,  M.P. — "  To  my  regret  I  am  prevented  by  an 
engagement  of  long  standing  from  being  present  at  the  meeting  this  evening  for 
the  reconstitution  of  an  organisation  for  the  promotion  of  Irish  Home  Rule.  It 
has  now  become  important  to  use  every  effort  to  diffuse  among  the  masses  of  our 
people  a  knowledge  of  the  facts  of  Irish  history  and  the  present  condition  of 
Ireland,  and  I  cannot  but  hope  that  the  proposed  organisation  will  be  of  great 
service  for  that  purpose." 

From  Mr.  Wilfrid  S.  Blunt. — "Rome,  December  4,  1886. — I  am  glad  to  see 
in  the  papers  to-day  that  the  two  Home  Rule  Societies  have  amalgamated,  and  the 

terms  of  their  union  as  published  meet  my  entire  approval   I  am  glad 

to  find,  as  far  as  I  am  able  to  gauge  it,  that  what  Mr.  Gladstone  calls  the  '  civilised 
opinion '  of  the  Continent  is  wholly  with  Ireland  in  the  present  struggle."

The  Chairman,  in  an  eloquent  speech,  expressed  his  strong  approval  of  the 
proposal  to  amalgamate  the  British  Home  Rule  Association  and  the  United 
Kingdom  Home  Rule  League.  "You  have  a  good  principle,"  he  said,  in  conclusion, 
"  you  have  a  good  object,  you  have  a  good  scheme,  you  have  good  workers  ;  and 
with  good  work  you  will  get  sufficient  funds.  I  foretell  for  you  a  great  success  ; 
and  I  believe  that  with  such  a  cause  as  this  we  shall  not  count  time,  but  look  forward 
to  the  victory,  however  near  or  however  distant  it  may  be." 

The  resolutions  of  the  two  societies  in  favour  of  amalgamation  having  been 
read,  the  following  resolutions  were  put  to  the  meeting,  and  passed  unanimously  : — 

1.  That  this  meeting,  having  heard  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  British  Home  Rule 
Association  and  the  United  Kingdom  Home  Rule  League,  resolves  that  a  new  body  be,  and 
hereby  is,  constituted,  under  the  name  of  the  Home  Rule  Union,  having  for  its  sole  object — 
to  support  the  Irish  nation  in  its  demand  for  Home  Rule,  and  to  secure  such  a  solution  of 
the  question  as  may  satisfy  the  Irish  people  without  impairing  the  rights  of  the  Crown 
or  the  integrity  of  the  Empire.

speedy  triumph  of  our  cause.

4.  That  this  meeting  views  with  indignation  the  relapse  of  the  present  Government  to  a 
reactionary  and  repressive  policy,  as  instanced  by  the  removal  of  Sir  Robert  Hamilton  and 
the  suppression  of  public  meetings. 

Moved  by  Professor  Stuart,  M.P.,  and  seconded  by  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Jones. 
A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  was  likewise  carried  unanimously. 
The  meeting  was  well  attended,  and  was  enthusiastic  throughout.

1.— Title. 

The  Association  shall  be  called  the  "  Home  Rule  Union." 

2.— Obiect. 

To  support  the  Irish  Nation  in  its  demand  for  Home  Rule,  and  to  secure  such  a  solution 
of  the  question  as  may  satisfy  the  Irish  people  without  impairing  the  Rights  of  the  Crown  or' 
the  Integrity  of  the  Empire. 

3.— Officers. 

The  Officers  of  the  Union  shall  be  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretaries. 

4.— Vice-Presidents  and  Council. 

(a)  Subject  to  Rule  10,  Vice-Presidents  and  Members  of  the  Council  shall  be  elected  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

(6)  The  number  of  the  Council  shall  be  unlimited. 

(c)  Meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Executive 
Committee  may  decide. 

5. — Executive  Committee. 

(a)  The  business  of  the  Union  shall  be  managed  and  controlled  by  an  Executive 
Committee,  of  which  five  shall  form  a  quorum. 

(b)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Treasurer,  Secretaries,  and  twenty- 
seven  other  members  to  be  elected  by  the  Union  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

(c)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  shall  decide ;  but  • 
at  least  one  Meeting  must  be  held  in  each  month,  except  in  the  month  of  September. 

(d)  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Executive  Committee  may  be  filled  up  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

6. — Subscriptions  and  Payments. 
All  Donations  and  Subscriptions  shall  be  paid  to  the  Bankers  of  the  Union,  and  all  the 
outgoings  of  the  Union  shall  be  paid  on  the  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

7. — Membership, 
(a)  Members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

(&)  Any  person  shall  be  eligible  for  election  who  adheres  to  the  object  of  the  Union, 
(c)  Notices  of  Meetings  of  the  Union  shall  be  published  in  such  manner  as  the  Executive 
Committee  may  decide. 

8.— General  Meetings. 

(a)  A  General  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Officers,  and  for  the  transaction  of  other 
business,  shall  be  held  annually,  at  which  a  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  shall  be  submitted. 
The  time  and  place  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

(6)  The  Executive  Committee  may,  and  upon  the  requisition  of  100  Members  of  the  Union 
shall,  call  a  Special  General  Meeting,  at  such  reasonable  time  and  place  as  the  Committee 
may  decide. 

9. — Branches. 

Branches  of  the  Union  may  be  formed  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
Each  Branch  may  make  its  own  Bye-Laws,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

lO.— Affiliation  of  other  Bodies. 
Any  Club  or  Association  may  be  affiliated  to  the  Union,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  such  Club  or  Association  subscribing  not  less  than  Five  Shillings 
annually  to  the  Union  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  on  the  Council. 

11.— Alteration  of  Rules. 
No  new  Rule,  or  alteration  of  an  existing  Rule,  shall  be  made  except  at  an  Annual  or 
Special  General  Meeting.    Notice  of  any  proposed  alteration  must  be  given  to  the  Executive 
Committee  not  less  than  seven  days  before  such  Meeting. 

12.— Dissolution. 
The  Union  may  be  dissolved  by  resolution  passed  by  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  those 
voting  at  a  Special  General  Meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  after  not  less  than  One  Calendar 
Month's  notice. 


THE  WORK  OF  THE  HOME  RULE  UNION. 


The  Home  Eule  Union  was  founded  in  the  autumn  of  1886,  and  its 
sole  object  was — "  To  support  the  Irish  nation  in  its  demand  for  Home  Eule, 
and  to  secure  such  a  solution  of  the  question  as  may  satisfy  the  Irish  people 
without  impairing  the  rights  of  the  Crown  or  the  integrity  of  the  Empire." 

Its  method  has  been  to  educate  the  English  electora^^e  on  the  facts  of  the 
Irish  question,  and  the  conditions  of  the  only  possible  permanent  solution  of  it. 

When  it  commenced  its  work,  the  local  leaders  of  the  English  party 
that  had  adopted  the  policy  of  Home  Eule  for  Ireland  were  almost 
completely  ignorant  of  Irish  history,  of  what  English  rule  in  Ireland 
actually  meant  to  the  Irish  people,  and  of  the  experience  that  had  been 
acquired  of  the  working  of  Home  Eule  constitutious  in  the  British  Colonies. 
Accordingly,  the  first  work  of  the  Home  Eule  Union  was  to  educate  these  local 
leaders  m  the  various  constituences.  This  it  did  by  means  of  a  lecture 
scheme.  Courses  of  lectures  were  delivered  by  lecturers  sent  out  by  the  Union 
in  a  large  number  of  constituencies.  Each  course  consisted  of  four  lectures, 
the  subjects  of  which  were,  ''The  History  of  Ireland,"  ''Ireland  as  It  Is," 
"  Home  Eule  in  the  Colonies,"  and  "  Mr.  Gladstone's  Home  Eule  Policy."  A 
printed  syllabus  of  the  lecture  was  distributed  to  the  audience  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  meeting,  and  in  many  cases  was  advertised  in  the  local 
press  some  days  before  the  lecture  was  given.  And  at  the  end  of  each  lecture 
questions  and  discussion  by  the  audience  were  invited. 

In  the  autumn  of  1886,  just  100  of  these  lectures  were  given. 

1887. 

In  1887,  495  were  given.  In  the  spring  of  1887  the  Union  took  London 
in  hand,  and  held  upwards  of  100  lectures  in  the  Metropolitan  constituencies 
alone.  At  the  time,  this  was  the  only  political  propagandism  going  on  in 
London  against  the  Coercionist  Government,  and  the  meetings  were  in  most 
cases  paid  for  and  organised  by  the  Union. 

By  the  end  of  1887  the  lecture  scheme  had  largely  done  its  work.  The 
local  leaders  in  the  English  constituencies  had  been  led  to  understand  the  Irish 
demand,  and  their  knowledge  of  the  subject  was  brought  into  line  with  their 
knowledge  of  other  political  questions.    Since  then  the  lectures  and  speeches 
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delivered  by  the  members  of  the  Union  have  been  more  devoted  to  details 
of  the  question  that  have  from  time  to  time  been  brought  before  the  public 
by  the  iniquitous  administration  of  Mr.  Balfour. 

On  Easter  Monday,  1887,  the  Union  took  part  in  a  great  demonstration, 
held  in  Hyde  Park,  against  the  Coercion  Bill  then  before  Parliament. 

In  the  month  of  September  the  Union  sent  a  deputation  to  Ireland.  It 
was  received  with  unbounded  enthusiasm,  and  about  sixty  meetings  were 
addressed  by  members  of  the  deputation.  At  the  close  of  the  deputation,  Mr. 
Wilfrid  Blunt  undertook  to  go  back  to  Ireland  as  the  representative  of  the 
Union  in  oi'der  to  hold  meetings,  attend  evictions,  and  watch  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Coercion  Act.  On  the  23rd  October  a  meeting,  summoned  by  him 
on  behalf  of  the  Home  Eule  Union,  was  held  at  Woodford.  The  meeting  was 
proclaimed  and  dispersed  by  the  Government,  and  for  the  action  he  then  took 
he  was  sentenced  to  two  months'  imprisonment.  Towards  the  legal  expenses 
of  his  trial  a  sum  of  £200,  voted  by  the  Union,  was  paid  to  his  solicitors. 

1888. 

Early  in  February,  1888,  the  Home  Eule  Union  united  with  the  London 
Liberal  and  Eadical  Union  and  the  Metropolitan  Eadical  Federation  to  give  a 
public  reception  to  Mr.  William  O'Brien  and  Mr.  T.  D.  Sullivan  on  their 
release  from  gaol.  At  the  banquet  in  the  evening  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee  presided. 

In  the  month  of  March  the  first  number  of  the  Journal  was  published.  It 
was  started  because  the  issue  of  periodical  reports  were  found  to  be  nearly  as 
expensive  as  the  publication  of  a  monthly  organ.  Daring  the  two  years  of 
its  existence  it  contained  a  most  valuable  chronicle  of  events  in  Ireland. 

In  the  summer  it  had  become  apparent  that  the  lecture  scheme  of  the 
Home  Eule  Union  had  done  its  work,  and  some  new  departure  was  necessary. 
The  greatest  difficulty  in  political  education  had  been  long  felt  to  be  the 
spreading  of  information  in  the  rural  districts.  To  meet  this  difficulty,  the 
Union  inaugurated  its  system  of  travelling  literature  vans.  The  conductor 
of  the  van  leaves  packets  of  leaflets  at  every  house  he  passes,  and  in  this  way 
distributes  from  15,000  to  20,000  leaflets  a  week,  visiting  from  1,500  to  2,000 
cottages  a  week.  Every  evening  the  van  arrives  at  some  village,  where  a 
meeting  is  held,  addressed  by  a  lecturer  sent  down  by  the  Union.  This  new 
method  was  so  successful  that  two  other  vans  were  started  during  the  autumn, 
and  since  then  both  friends  and  opponents  have  copied  the  method,  and  there 
are  now  some  sixteen  vans  on  the  road  for  and  against  Home  Eule. 
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During  the  year  1888,  136  lectures  on  the  original  system  were  delivered, 
209  addresses  were  given  in  connection  with  the  vans,  and  80  meetings  were 
held  in  addition,  at  which  the  chief  or  only  speaker  was  supplied  by  the 
Union,  making  a  total  of  425  meetings  during  the  year. 

1889: 

In  1889  far  more  work  was  done  by  the  Union  than  in  any  other 
year.  Even  in  its  original  work  of  supplying  speakers  and  lecturers  to  political 
meetings  more  was  done  during  this  year  than  in  any  other.  The  chief  or 
only  speaker  was  supplied  to  503  meetings.  More  than  a  million  and  a  quarter 
leaflets,  and  upwards  of  fifty  thousand  pamphlets,  including  copies  of  the 
Journal,  were  circulated. 

Of  the  503  meetings,  320  were  held  in  connection  with  tours  of  the  vans, 
which  were  carried  out  in  twenty-five  county  constituencies. 

In  the  spring  of  this  year  (1889),  the  widespread  indignation  at  the 
barbarous  treatment  of  Mr.  William  O'Brien  in  gaol  was  the  occasion  of  a 
national  protest  against  the  coercion  of  Ireland.  The  Union  took  an  active 
part  in  organising  this  protest,  which  brought  about  the  revision  of  the  prison 
rules,  and  was  the  only  movement  that  has  forced  the  present  Government  to 
alter  its  Irish  policy  in  a  direction  demanded  by  its  opponents. 

The  evident  determination  of  the  Government  to  procure  conviction  on 
the  capital  charge  of  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  Gweedore,  on  account  of  the 
death  of  Inspector  Martin,  gave  rise  to  a  special  committee  to  watch  and 
expose  these  tactics.  The  committee  was  composed  of  members  of  the  Union, 
and  sat  at  the  offices  of  the  Union.  A  number  of  influential  members  of  this 
committee  attended  the  trials  at  Maryborough,  and  probably  were  the  chief 
means  of  saving  the  lives  of  the  accused. 

But  perhaps  the  most  valuable  piece  of  work  done  during  1889  was  the 
second  deputation  from  the  Union  to  Ireland.  It  was  led  by  the  Eight  Hon. 
J.  Stansfeld,  M.P.,  and  started  at  a  time  when  some  misunderstanding  had 
arisen  between  the  English  Eadicals  and  the  Irish  Nationalists  in  the  House 
of  Commons.  The  enthusiasm  evoked  in  Ireland  by  the  presence  of  the 
deputation  completely  dispelled  the  temporary  misunderstanding.  The  great 
effect  produced  in  Ireland  was  marked  by  conferring  upon  Mr  Stansfeld  and 
Lady  Sandhurst  the  freedom  of  the  City  of  Dublin. 

Of  the  503  meetings,  23,  held  in  the  month  of  December,  were  illustrated 
with  magic  lantern  views  of  evictions  in  Ireland.  Every  illustration  was  a 
photograph  of  some  actual  scene  taken  since  1886.    The  Home  Eule  Union

was  the  first  association  to  adopt  the  magic  lantern  as  a  means  of  poUtical 
education.  Mr.  Joseph  Brown,  of  Dewsbmy,  and  Mr.  Frederick  Byles,  of 
Bradford,  in  the  autmnn  of  1886,  first  used  it  to  illustrate  political  lectures, 
and  at  their  suggestion  the  Home  Rule  Union  began  similar  lectures  in 
February,  1887,  and  have  followed  the  same  method  ever  since ;  but  in 
December,  1889,  the  Union  began  to  push  this  scheme,  and  during  the  next 
year  it  formed  the  chief  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Union. 

1890. 

In  1890,  136  of  these  illustrated  lectures  were  delivered  during  the  year,  and 
an  account  of  their  effect  will  be  found  in  the  Annual  Report,  printed  below. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1889  the  subscriptions  had  slightly  increased  year  by 
year,  and  had  averaged  nearly  £1,200  a  year;  but  in  1890  they  heavily 
fell  off,  and  the  total  amount  received  was  only  about  £850.  The  cause  of  this 
reduction  was  expressed  in  the  many  letters  received  by  the  secretary  refusing 
to  repeat  subscriptions.  In  every  case  the  reason  given  was  the  same — viz., 
that  the  battle  of  Home  Rule  was  already  won,  and  no  further  work  was 
needed. 

The  result  of  this  unexpected  loss  of  income  was  that  by  the  summer  of 
1890  the  Union  was  £450  in  debt.  The  policy  of  economy  that  had  to  be 
adopted  seriously  crippled  the  work  of  the  Union  during  the  rest  of  the  year. 
The  issue  of  the  Journal  was  suspended  after  May. 

Ever  since  its  commencement,  the  work  of  the  Union,  its  lectures,  tours  of 
the  vans,  distribution  of  literature,  etc.,  has  been  mainly  carried  out  in 
response  to  demands  by  local  associations  and  clubs.  When  the  crisis  in  the 
Irish  Parliamentary  Party  commenced  all  demands  on  the  Union  suddenly 
ceased.  Arrangements  for  tours  of  the  vans  which  had  been  made  were 
cancelled  by  the  local  associations,  and  it  is  only  recently  that  the  demand  has 
begun  to  revive. 

1891. 

By  dint  of  the  strictest  economy  the  debt  has  now  been  cleared  off. 

During  the  present  year  the  Union  has  taken  an  active  and  successful  part 
in  the  bye-elections. 

And  now,  the  Union  has  supplied  the  chief  or  only  speaker  or  lecturer  to 
close  on  2,000  meetings,  has  distributed  by  means  of  its  vans  about  two 
million  and  a  half  of  leaflets,  and  about  a  quarter  of  a  million  pamphlets, 
visiting  about  200,000  voters  in  the  course  of  this  work ;  and  has  circulated 
upwards  of  100,000  copies  of  the  Journal,  but  a  great  work  still  remains  to 
be  done. 
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The  Irish  Press  Agency  has  ceased  to  exist.  The  Union  has  acquired  the 
whole  of  its  stock  of  Uterature,  and  is  prepared  to  carry  on  its  work  of  the 
preparation  and  circulation  of  pamphlets  and  leaflets  on  the  Irish  question. 

The  last  of  the  original  course  of  lectures  supplied  by  the  Union  at  the 
commencement  of  its  existence  dealt  with  the  remedy  for  the  Irish  difficulty, 
under  the  title  of  Mr.  Gladstone's  Home  Rule  Policy."  But  even  now  many 
active  workers  in  England  for  the  cause  of  Home  Rule  for  Ireland  have  but  a 
very  imperfect  knowledge  of  the  details  of  Mr.  Gladstone's  policy  as  contained 
in  his  Bill  of  1886  and  the  speeches  in  which  he  has  since  declared  variations 
in  the  details  of  that  Bill.  The  subject  is  far  simpler  than  is  commonly 
supposed,  and  does  not  present  the  difficulties  which  so  many  seem  to  fear, 
probably  because  they  have  never  systematically  considered  them. 

The  Home  Rule  Union  is  prepared  to  send  out  lecturers  dealing  with  this 
subject  and  explaining  such  points  as  the  control  of  the  police,  the  power  of 
dealing  with  the  land  question,  the  judiciary,  etc. 

Besides  this,  there  still  remain  whole  districts  of  the  country  where  the 
electors  still  need  instruction  in  the  elements  of  the  question.  For  these,  tours 
of  the  vans  are  most  useful,  and  this  summer  is  probably  the  last  which  will  be 
available  for  the  purpose. 

All  this  will  require  increased  financial  support,  and  it  is  to  carry  out  this 
work  that  the  Union  now  appeals  for  subscriptions. 

ANNUAL  MEETING,  1891. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Home  Rule  Union  was  held  at  the  National 
Liberal  Club,  on  March  20th,  the  Right  Hon.  H.  Campbell-Bannerman,  M.P., 
in  the  chair. 

The  Annual  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  were  presented,  and  on  the  motion

ANNUAL   REPORT,    1  89  0. 


HE  chief  work  of  the  Home  Rule  Union  during  the  year  1890  consisted 
of  lectures  on  Irish  Evictions,  illustrated  with  lime-light  views. 
Everyone  of  these  views  was  a  photograph,  and  was  therefore  in  the 
nature  of  evidence  of  the  necessary  consequence  of  the  system  of  Government 
in  Ireland,  which  forms  the  only  alternative  to  Home  Rule. 

An  additional  advantage  of  this  illustration  of  the  lectures  was  found  to 
be  that  the  audiences  were  far  more  numerous  than  the  average  of  political 
meetings,  and  comprised  many  who  were  either  entirely  apathetic  or  hos  tile 
to  the  cause  of  Home  Rule.  It  was  the  universal  opinion  of  the  local 
organisers  of  the  meetings  at  which  these  lectures  were  given,  that  the 
educational  value  of  them  was  very  great.  At  one  bye-election,  the  Conservative 
newspaper  attributed  the  gain  of  the  seat  by  the  Home  Rule  party  entirely  to 
the  lime-light  lectures  of  the  Home  Rule  Union  delivered  during  the  contest. 
Some  of  these  lectures  were  given  in  the  open  air,  and  in  one  case,  the 
audience  could  not  have  numbered  less  than  5,000. 
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One  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  these  lectures  were  delivered  during  the

One  hundred  and  forty-two  lectures  were  delivered  in  connection  with 
tours  of  the  travelling  literature  vans,  and  in  all  the  Union  supplied  the  chief 
or  only  speaker  or  lecturer  to  364  different  meetings  during  the  year. 

The  success  of  the  vans  during  the  first  year  has  caused  their  imitation 
both  by  the  opponents  and  friends  of  Home  Eule,  in  nearly  every  part  of  the 
country.  Many  Liberal  Associations  and  organisations  now  have  vans  of  their 
own,  but  in  spite  of  this  competition,  the  Home  Eule  Union  held  tours  of  the 
van  in  the  following  eleven  Constituencies  : —

Upwards  of  half-a-million  leaflets  and  nearly  one  hundred  thousand 
pamphlets  were  distributed  from  house  to  house  by  this  means. 

The  Union  was  active  m  supplying  help  by  speakers  and  canvassers  at  the 
bye-elections,  and  in  the  case  of  that  of  Barrow-in-Furness,  the  Union  was  the 
only  organisation  outside  the  constituency  that  supported  the  Home  Eule 
candidate  from  the  commencement,  and  supplied  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
external  assistance  that  he  received  throughout  the  contest. 

On  the  ground  of  expense  the  Journal  has  been  discontinued. 

The  Committee  desires  to  tender  its  grateful  thanks  to  the  Lecturers  and 
Speakers,  all  of  whom  have  given  their  services  gratuitously,  and  to  Mr.  G.  P. 
Macdonell,  who  edited  the  Journal  of  the  Home  Eule  Union  throughout  the 
whole  of  ts  existence.

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HOME  RULE  UNION. 



At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  Home  Rule  Union,  held  at  Palace  Chambers, 
Westminster,  the  following  Report,  from  the  Deputation  Sub-Committee,  was  read 
and  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  and  circulated  : — 

To  the  Executive  Coinmittee  of  the  Home  Rule  Union, 

We,  the  Deputation  Sub-Committee,  beg  to  report  as  follows  : — 

The  Deputation  left  Euston  for  Dublin  on  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  the  13th  of 
September.  Previous  to  our  departure  we  had  prepared  a  rough  programme,  postponing 
the  final  settlement  until  we  reached  Dublin.  In  forming  our  plans  we  had  regarded  our 
mission  as  one  of  inquiry.  We  were  chiefly  desirous  of  observing  the  condition  of  the 
country,  the  disposition  of  the  people,  and  the  prospects  of  the  coming  winter.  Not  one 
of  our  members,  it  may  be  safely  said,  ever  anticipated  the  nature  of  the  reception  with 
which  we  were  honoured.  On  our  arrival  in  Dublin  we  found  that  the  visit  of  a  small 
band  of  Englishmen,  only  a  few  of  whom  had  formerly  been  known,  even  by  name,  had 
assumed  something  of  national  importance  in  Ireland.  The  mission  of  inquiry  became, 
in  fact,  a  triumphal  progress,  and,  from  first  to  last,  we  have  to  tell  only  of  the  unbounded 
enthusiasm,  the  frank  confidence,  and  the  warm-hearted  hospitality  with  which  the  people 
greeted  us.  In  Dublin  we  remained  for  two  days.  On  the  14th  a  great  meeting, 
presided  over  by  the  Lord  Mayor  (Mr.  T.  D.  SuUivan,  M.P.),  was  held  at  the  Rotunda, 
at  which,  and  at  two  overflow  meetings,  several  members  of  the  Deputation  spoke.  On 
the  following  evening  his  Lordship  held  a  briUiant  Reception  in  our  honour  at  the 
Mansion  House.  Having  perfected  our  arrangements,  in  conference,  with  Mr.  Oldham 
(Secretary  of  the  Protestant  Home  Rule  Association)  and  Mr.  Michael  Davitt  (repre- 
senting the  National  League),  to  both  of  whom,  for  their  exceeding  kindness  and  great 
exertions  on  our  behalf,  we  owe  our  hearty  thanks,  we  left  Dublin  in  three  parties.  One 
went  north,  into  Ulster.  The  second  and  largest  party  went  south,  into  Munster  and 
part  of  Leinster,  and  the  third  went  west,  taking  Connaught  and  the  other  part  of  Leinster. 

The  principal  places  visited  are  shown  on  the  map  on  the  cover  of  this  report.  The 
importance  of  them  is  to  be  judged  of  in  connection  with  our  object,  and  not  from  their 
size  or  geographical  position.  Many  places  of  more  general  significance,  and  at  which 
speeches  were  made  and  addresses  received  en  route^  are  not  marked,  whilst  Luggacurren, 
Herbertstown,  Bodyke,  Glensharrold,  Glenbeigh,  Gweedore,  and  others,  usually  not 
even  shown  on  a  map  of  Ireland,  were  visited  as  great  centres  of  importance  and 
enthusiasm.  At  Herbertstown,  for  example,  where  the  population  does  not  exceed  four 
hundred,  some  eight  or  ten  thousand  people  attended  our  meeting,  many  riding  or 
driving,  and  even  walking  as  much  as  twenty  miles.  A  similar  meeting  took  place  on 
the  Leader  Estate,  where  the  population  is  so  scattered  that  perhaps  the  nearest  approach 
to  a  village  is  given  by  the  "  Campaign  Cottages  "  erected  for  the  evicted  tenants  under 
the  Plan  of  Campaign.  A  still  larger  meeting  was  held  in  the  town  of  Kanturk,  a  few 
miles  from  the  Leader  Estate. 

The  Deputation  thus  visited  nearly  every  town,  and  certainly  every  district,  of 
importance  in  Ireland.  At  most  of  the  places  organised  meetings  of  from  3000  to 
10,000  persons  assembled,  and  at  many  others  on  the  way — at  or  near  railway-stations 
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or  in  villages — meetings,  sometimes  numbering  several  thousands  of  persons,  were  con- 
vened at  the  shortest  notice.  In  some  cases  special  trains  were  arranged,  and  in  others 
the  ordinary  trains  were  delayed  by  the  railway  authorities,  so  as  to  enable  members  of 
the  Deputation  to  address  the  crowds  assembled.  Representatives  of  local  bodies  and 
associations  waited  upon  us  to  present  addresses  of  welcome.  Many  of  these  addresses 
were  in  writing,  and  some  were  beautifully  engrossed  on  vellum,  and  bore  the  common 
seal  of  the  Corporation  or  other  body  representing  the  place. 

The  Mayor,  the  Town  Clerk,  the  Chairman  or  Clerk  of  the  Local  Commissioners 
or  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  were  generally  the  spokesmen  of  the  Local  Authority,  and 
the  Parish  Priest  or  the  President  of  the  Local  Branch  of  the  National  League  spoke  for 
the  body  of  the  people. 

In  some  of  the  towns  visited  the  reception  surpassed  in  impressiveness  anything 
that  can  be  imagined.  The  whole  population  seemed  to  have  made  holiday.  Here 
and  there  a  show  of  police  and  military  were  to  be  seen,  but  the  people  remarked 
that  the  only  object  was  to  create  the  idea  amongst  Englishmen  that  precautions 
are  necessary,  and  we  soon  learned  to  sympathise  with  this  view.  No  better  evidence 
of  the  system  could  be  seen  than  the  strange  want  of  uniformity  of  practice.  At 
one  place  there  would  be  a  great  show  of  police,  whilst  at  the  next,  perhaps,  no  police 
would  be  seen,  the  Mayor  or  the  priest  having  undertaken  to  keep  the  town  or  district 
quiet,  on  condition  of  the  police  keeping  in  the  barracks.  So  ridiculous  did  the 
system  appear  before  the  work  of  the  Deputation  ended,  that  in  the  midst  of  5000 
people,  one  of  our  Deputation  could  not  resist  the  fun  of  suggesting  to  the  head  of  the 
police  that  he  would  give  an  undertaking  to  keep  the  district  quiet,  and  to  protect  the 
Government  reporter,  on  the  police  being  withdrawn.  The  police  themselves  quietly 
laugh  at  the  whole  proceeding,  and  where  they  could  say  a  confidential  word  or  two  to 
an  Englishman  it  was  that  there  must  soon  be  an  end  of  the  whole  farce.  Some 
resident  magistrates,  if  they  act  upon  their  own  judgment,  and  not  upon  the  direct 
instructions  of  Dublin  Castle,  seem  to  perform  their  duty  as  if  dealing  with  reasonable 
people.  One  illustration  of  this  class  of  magistrate  is  worth  mentioning.  A  member  of 
our  Deputation  met  at  dinner  a  resident  magistrate,  who  stated  that  although  he  had 
lived  for  twelve  years  in  one  of  the  most  disaffected  districts  of  Ireland,  serious  crime 
or  disturbance  had  been  almost  unknown.  He  added  that  he  was  one  of  those  sent  down  to 
Belfast  to  assist  at  the  riots  last  year.  He  had  never  seen  anything  so  violent  and 
inhuman  before.  His  experience  had  led  him  to  look  upon  the  Orangemen  of  Belfast 
as  the  worst  type  of  Irishman.  He  could  not,  he  said,  have  believed  that  human  nature 
could  have  presented  so  revolting  a  picture.  He  himself,  although  a  Protestant  and 
Conservative,  was  denounced  as  a  Nationalist  and  a  Catholic  simply  because  he  would  not 
lend  himself  to  a  systematic  violation  of  law  and  justice,  done  too  often  in  the  name  of 
religion,  and  he  left  the  district  hoping  that  it  might  never  be  his  lot  to  have  to  go  there 
again. 

Amongst  the  police  protecting  homesteads  in  charge  of  emergency  men,  and  even 
amongst  the  emergency  men  themselves,  who  were  generally  a  low-looking  set,  there 
were  some  who  did  not  hesitate  to  express  a  keen  notion  of  the  absurdity  of  the  whole 
system.  One  emergency  man,  one  above  the  usual  stamp,  had  been  reading  the  "  Songs 
of  the  Jubilee  Singers,"  and  the  book  lay  open  by  his  side,  not  far  from  his  loaded  rifle. 
In  conversation  he  said  that  he  thought  the  system  of  government  very  cruel  on  the 
poor,  but  added  that  he  had  grown  used  to  emergency  work,  and  that  there  were 
hundreds  of  half-starved  fellows  about  who  would  take  the  job  if  he  gave  it  up.  These 
emergency  men,  who  are  usually  in  the  employ  of  a  landlords'  association  called  the 
"  Property  Defence  League,"  are  chosen  from  distant  counties,  and  drafted  about  Ireland 
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in  such  a  manner  that  the  local  bigotries  of  one  district  may  assist  in  preventing  them 
sympathising  with  those  they  are  called  upon  to  exterminate  in  another.  Thus  religious 
and  race  enmities  are  cultivated  amongst  the  people. 

A  land-grabber  who  was  visited  by  some  of  the  Deputation  expressed  his  gratitude 
that  Englishmen  were  at  last  willing  to  come  and  see  for  themselves.  According  to  his 
statement,  he  was  a  much-abused  man,  but  the  Government  protection  was  itself  a  great 
burden  to  him.  He  grieved  that  as  he  went  along  the  lanes  those  whom  he  had  known 
for  years  shunned  him,  and  when  he  got  home  he  was  simply  an  armed  prisoner  in  his 
own  house,  in  charge  of  some  of  the  worst  characters  amongst  the  Irish  constabulary. 
He,  too,  longed  for  the  day  when  a  settled  Government  would  be  able  to  understand, 
as  well  as  to  nominally  govern,  Ireland. 

At  one  place  we  were  followed  by  a  procession  three  miles  long,  with  bands, 
banners,  cars,  waggons,  &c. ;  and  in  order  that  the  great  mass  of  people  might  reach  the 
meeting-place  before  the  speaking  commenced,  we  spent  some  time  in  having  luncheon 
in  a  cottage  decorated  for  the  occasion  with  flags  and  banners,  and  over  the  roof  of 
which,  in  large  green  letters,  were  the  words,  "Plan  of  Campaign  Cottage."  During  the 
luncheon,  and  at  the  subsequent  meeting,  at  which  ten  or  twelve  thousand  people  attended, 
there  were  some  eighty  or  a  hundred  policemen  hiding  in  the  yard  behind  the  "  Plan  of 
Campaign  Cottage."  The  officer  in  charge,  with  a  twinkle  in  his  eye,  remarked  to  one 
of  the  Englishmen  that  the  men  should  be  kept  out  of  sight,  and  so  they  were.  The 
Government  reporter  was  accommodated  with  a  comfortable  seat  on  a  car,  where  at  his 
ease  he  was  able  to  take  down  certain  suggestions  which  we  seriously,  and  yet  jocularly, 
desired  should  be  conveyed  to  Mr.  Balfour  with  reference  to  what  we  described  as  the 
most  absurd  system  of  government  in  Europe.  To  add  to  the  absurdity  of  this  illus- 
tration, it  is  worthy  of  note  that  all  this  was  taking  place  in  a  "  proclaimed  "  district. 

The  demonstrations  were  more  enthusiastic  and  more  orderly  than  is  the  case  with 
large  meetings  in  English  towns.  Torchlight  processions,  electric  lights,  fireworks,  and 
other  attractions  were  added  to  the  usual  display  of  bands  and  banners  in  the  towns,  and 
in  the  country  places  along  the  roads  triumphal  arches  were  erected,  and  villages  were 
gaily  decorated  with  flags  and  evergreens.  In  some  places  the  villagers  stood  along 
the  roadsides  waving  branches  of  laurel  and  cheering  with  their  peculiar  Irish  cheer, 
changing  this  occasionally  to  an  English  hurrah.  The  "  cead  mille  failthe  "  (a  hundred 
thousand  welcomes)  met  us  everywhere. 

Places  to  which  we  were  invited  for  refreshments  in  remote  districts  away  from 
hotel  life  were  chosen  to  add  to  the  general  effect.  At  one  place  we  had  refreshments  in 
a  prettily- decorated  cottage,  which  had  been  for  years  the  home  of  a  man  who  was  then 
in  prison  because  he  would  not  disclose  to  whom  he  had  paid  his  rent  under  the  Plan  of 
Campaign.  At  Luggacurren  we  held  a  large  meeting  in  what  is  in  future  to  be  known 
as  "  Campaign  Square,  Kilbride  Town,"  near  the  very  house  of  the  estate  bailiff 
who  had  evicted  some  eighty  tenants.  After  a  Demonstration  in  "  Campaign  Square,"  we 
had  luncheon  in  one  of  the  "  Campaign  "  cottages,  some  twenty  of  which  have  been 
erected  in  the  Priest's  Glebe  for  the  evicted  tenants.  Nothing,  indeed,  could  exceea  the 
general  warmth  of  our  reception  everywhere. 

Some  of  the  Irish  Tory  papers  found  some  satisfaction  in  informing  their  readers 
that  the  members  of  the  Deputation  were  not  men  of  any  political  reputation,  and  we 
emphasised  our  position  by  caUing  attention  to  such  remarks,  and  asking  the  question 
what  would  have  been  done  if  the  leaders  of  the  Liberal  Party  had  shown  sympathy  by 
their  personal  presence  in  Ireland.    We  feel  that  no  more  could  have  been  done. 

We  knew,  of  course,  that  we  were  not  received  as  individuals,  but  because  we  repre- 
sented a  special  organisation  of  Englishmen  pledged  to  Home  Rule — the  Home  Rule 
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Union.  Every  Irishman  seemed  to  feel  that  the  past  must  be  forgotten ;  people  listened 
impatiently  to  references  to  past  wrongs,  and  cried  out,  "  We  forgive  all."  It  seemed  to 
them  that  ages  of  misrule  must  speedily  come  to  an  end  now  that  English  men  and 
women  were  willing  to  visit  the  sister  island,  and  see  for  themselves  the  actual  state  of 
affairs. 

We  felt  it  our  duty,  in  delivering  our  message  of  peace,  to  urge  the  people  not  to 
commit  crime,  and  now  and  then  received  the  reply,  "  We  don't  do  it."  One  of  the 
priests,  addressing  a  member  of  our  Deputation  who  had  been  dwelling  heavily  upon  this 
point  at  a  meeting,  said,  "  These  poor  people  take  your  remarks  in  kindness,  and  do  not 
murmur;  but  really  it  is  gall  and  wormwood  to  them  to  be  urged  not  to  commit  crime, 
for  there  is  not  a  less  criminal  people  on  God's  earth."  And  our  experience  has  taught 
us  how  grossly  the  Irish  character  is  misunderstood  on  this  point. 

We  have  appended  to  this  Report  extracts  from  some  of  the  Addresses  of  Welcome 
we  received,  and  we  may  say  with  full  confidence  that  their  words  of  reconciliation  and 
loyal  friendship  are  not  mere  expressions  of  formality,  but  are  meant  in  all  seriousness 
and  honesty  of  heart. 

To  give  here  the  details  of  our  progress  would  be  impossible ;  that  must  be  left  to 
individual  members  of  the  Deputation,  who  in  addressing  English  audiences  will  have 
much  to  tell  of  their  experiences. 

We  will  conclude  this  Report  by  stating  that  our  experiences  have  made  the  follow- 
ing things  clear  to  us  : — 

1.  That  the  Irish  people  are  eager  for  peace,  and  that  they  abhor  and  dread  outrage 
as  much  as  Englishmen  do. 

2.  That  their  demands,  as  well  in  respect  of  the  land  as  of  the  National  question, 
are  distinguished  by  extraordinary  moderation. 

3.  That  the  National  League,  proclaimed  as  a  dangerous  association,  is  the  chief 
agency  for  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order  in  Ireland. 

4.  That  political  meetings  in  Ireland  are  not  less  orderly  and  well-conducted  than 
they  are  in  England  and  Scotland,  and  that  the  only  danger  to  a  breach  of  the  peace  is 
the  irritating  display  of  force  on  the  part  of  the  authorities. 

5.  That  the  Irish  Nationalists,  Hke  the  English  Home  Rulers,  are  Home  Rulers, 
and  not  Separatists. 

6.  That  in  Ulster  the  great  majority  of  the  people  who  are  opposed  to  Home 
Rule  will,  when  Home  Rule  is  granted,  forget  past  differences ;  that  considerations  of 
common  interest  will  make  them  join  with  their  fellow-countrymen  in  carrying  on  the 
government  of  Ireland,  and  that  they  themselves  even  now  are  well  aware  that  this  will 
be  the  case. 

7.  That,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  nobody  in  Ireland  fears  religious  persecution. 

8.  That  the  quarrel  of  the  Irish  people  is  with  the  mode  of  government,  and  not 
with  the  people  of  England ;  and  that,  so  far  as  the  two  people  are  concerned,  a  real 
union  has  tor  the  first  time  in  their  history  been  established. 

9.  That  the  members  of  the  Irish  Parliamentary  Party  have  been  chosen 
by  the  leaders  solely  for  their  patriotism  and  readiness  to  support  anything  that  will 
promote  the  National  cause  ;  and  that  so  soon  as  Home  Rule  has  been  established,  many 
niea  of  special  culture  and  qualifications  who  at  present  hold  aloof  will  come  forward  to 
asf  ist  in  making  and  administering  good  laws. 

10.  Tfeat  the  present  English  administration  of  government  in  Ireland  is  not  only 
r  ost  ineffective  in  promoting  the  good  of  the  nation,  and  most  irritating  to  the  mass  of 
tne  Irish  people,  but  is  a  heavy  and  unnecessary  burden  on  the  taxpayers  of  England, 
Scotland,  and  Wales. 
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APPENDIX. 

Selections  from  the  Resolutions  and  Addresses  of  Welcome  received  by  the 
Home  Rule  Union  Deputation. 

At  Dublin,  Belfast,  Cork,  Limerick,  and  at  some  of  the  smaller  towns,  as  Cavan, 
and  Kingstown,  and  also  at  centres  of  population  like  Herbertstown  and 
Kanturk,  where  great  meetings  were  held,  no  written  addresses  were  presented,  but 
congratulatory  speeches  were  made,  and  resolutions  of  welcome  passed  with  the 
usual  enthusiasm. 

The  resolution  passed  at  Dublin  is  as  follows,  and  is  an  example  of  those  generally 
adopted — viz.,  ''That  this  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Dublin  gladly  records  its  warmest 
welcome  to  the  deputation  from  the  English  Home  Rule  Union  as  a  pledge  of  the 
progress  and  practical  sympathy  which  the  cause  of  Ireland  is  now  obtaining  among  the 
people  of  Great  Britain." 

In  many  places  several  addresses  were  presented.  For  example,  at  Waterford  the 
deputation  was  formally  received  in  the  Council  Chamber,  and  an  address,  under  the 
corporate  seal,  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk  from  "  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses." 
Another  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Guardians,  a  third  from  the  United  Trades 
Club,  and  the  fourth  from  the  local  branch  of  the  National  League. 

Nearly  everywhere  there  were  evidences  that  the  constituted  local  authorities  are 
not  only  engaged  in  local  administration,  but  are  the  local  representatives  of  the  National 
cause.  This  was  as  clear  at  Strabane  in  Ulster  as  at  Youghal  in  Munster,  at  Arklow  in 
Leinster  as  at  Ballina  in  Connaught. 

As  the  object  of  the  following  selection  is  to  show  the  general  state  of  opinion 
throughout  the  country,  rather  than  to  pubHsh  the  more  argumentative  or  eloquent 
addresses,  many  are  omitted  which  would  otherwise  have  been  printed,  and  especially  is 
this  the  case  where  several  were  received  from  the  same  town  or  district.  The  Deputa- 
tion hope  that  this  explanation  will  be  satisfactory  to  those  local  bodies  or  associations 
who  may  not  see  their  addresses  in  our  selection.  Our  sole  object  is  that  this  publica- 
tion may  be  useful  to  our  common  cause,  and  the  importance  of  brevity  must  not  be  lost 
sight  of  in  endeavouring  to  secure  this  object. 

The  following  are  the  selected  addresses — the  formal  introductions  and  conclusions, 
and  generally  local  allusions  are  omitted  to  save  space  : — 

ARKLOW,  CO.  WICKLOW,  LEINSTER. 
From  the  ArJdow  Branch  of  the  National  League. 
We  hail  you  as  the  mouthpiece  of  that  great,  uprising  power  the  British  Democracy, 
which,  having  entered  upon  the  struggles  with  class  tyranny,  will  not,  we  feel  assured, 
leave  its  labours  till  the  last  vestige  of  that  tyranny  has  passed  away.  And  whilst  many 
phases  of  this  tottering  power  are  to  be  combated  in  your  own  land,  we  tender  to  you,  as 
to  the  milHons  you  represent,  our  most  grateful  thanks  for  the  patient  self-denial  with 
which  you  have  turned  aside  from  your  own  pressing  needs  to  the  work  of  our  liberation. 
You  have  come  to  us  at  a  time  when  even  the  scanty  shreds  of  liberty  ensured  to  us  by 
the  Constitution  are  swept  away,  when  the  light  of  freedom  is  legally  extinct,  and  when 
one  of  our  noblest  leaders  is  being  invested  with  the  halo  of  the  martyr- patriot,  but  we 
hail  your  presence  amongst  us  as  a  guarantee  that  this  plunder  of  a  nation's  birthright 
shall  not  be  tolerated  by  free  and  democratic  England.  Your  visit  to  us  contrasts  nobly 
with  those  previous  English  visits  of  which  we  have  standing  records.    That  ancient 
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castle  (the  reader  pointed  to  a  castle  close  by),  built  in  the  twelfth  century  as  the  stronghold 
of  the  Butlers  to  overawe  the  Irish  enemy — the  Byrnes  and  O'Tooles — is  a  record  of  the 
first  English  visitors  to  Arklow,  whilst  in  the  streets  of  our  town  every  stone  is  stained 
with  a  patriot's  sacred  blood,  shed  in  the  fierce  but  futile  struggle  of '98.  How  marked  a 
contrast  does  your  holy  pilgrimage  in  the  cause  of  the  oppressed  present  to  those  stormy 
reminiscences  !  We  hail  you  as  the  token  of  a  new  departure,  as  an  earnest  of  that  halcyon 
future  in  which  Saxon  and  Celt,  no  longer  antagonistic,  but  bound  together  in  fraternal 
union,  shall  jointly  labour,  hand  in  hand,  for  their  common  enfranchisement  from  class 
rule  and  selfish  oppression.

We  hereby  bid  you  hearty  welcome  to  North  Antrim.  We  hail  you  as  worthy 
representatives  of  the  enlightenment  and  patriotism  of  Great  Britain,  the  founder 
and  defender  of  free  local  institutions  throughout  the  world.  All  through  the 
ages,   amidst  fierce  conflicts  and  in  spite  of  errors,  the  British  march   has  been 
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\o wards  social,  political,  and  national  emancipation,  and  we  rejoice  to  observe  that 
ihat  strong  sense  of  justice  which  has  made  the  British  people  the  signal  for  emulation 
by  foreign  communities  is,  in  the  case  of  Ireland,  overcoming  ancient  prejudices,  and 
giving  us  cause  to  hope  that  Ireland's  declaration  of  national  and  agricultural  rights  will 
soon  be  affirmed  by  the  Imperial  Parliament.  Having  a  substantial  stake  in  our  country 
as  farmers  and  merchants,  we  beg  to  assure  you  that  we  have  no  desire  to  jeopardise  our 
interests  by  the  advocacy  of  measures  calculated  to  injure  trade,  commerce,  or  agricul- 
ture, and  that  our  views  in  favour  of  a  statutory  Parliament  in  Ireland  are  the  result  of  a 
calm  and  lengthened  examination  of  all  the  industrial  elements  which  would  be  affected 
by  the  change. 

Believing  in  the  possibility  of  establishing  this  Parliament  in  consonance  with 
Imperial  requirements — that  is,  giving  to  Ireland  the  right  of  self-government,  and  at  the 
same  time  retaining  the  Irish  representation  at  Westminster — we  anticipate  a  great 
impetus  to  all  those  concerns  which  form  the  well-being  and  glory  of  a  nation.  Whatever 
differences  of  opinion — and  we  hope  they  are  temporary — there  may  be  among  the 
Liberal  party  in  this  district  on  the  legislative  question,  that  party  is  united  in  the 
demand  for  compulsory  sale  of  the  fee-simple  to  the  tenant  on  equitable  terms  as  the 
only  true  and  adequate  solution  of  the  land  problem.

We  would  fain  hope  that  the  lamp  of  truth  which  you  have  been  holding  aloft  to 
the  people  of  England  and  Scotland  will  be  brightened  rather  than  dimmed  by  your  visit 
to  Ireland.

We  were  always  of  opinion  that  when  the  Englishman  saw  for  himself  the  condition  of  Ire- 
land, and  witnessed  the  treatment  to  which  she  had  been  subjected,  he  would  raise  his  voice 
in  no  uncertain  tone  against  the  wrong-doing.  The  murders  at  Mitchelstown,  the  stabbing  of 
Hanlon  at  Youghal,  the  heart-rending  scenes  of  eviction  at  Charlesfield,  in  this  parish,  at 
Herbertstown,  Bodyke,  Glenbeigh,  and  Carras,  are,  alas  !  repetitions  of  what  has  taken 
place  in  this  country  for  centuries  of  misgovernment.  A  brighter  day  has  now  dawned 
upon  our  country.  The  ignorance  and  selfishness  of  a  Tory  Government,  goaded  ta 
acts  of  savagery  by  Balfour,  is  fast  disappearing  before  the  intelligence  and  unselfishness 
of  the  great  Liberal  party,  led  by  their  illustrious  chief,  William  Ewart  Gladstone.  We 
ask  for  a  Home  Parliament ;  we  will  not  be  satisfied  with  less.  We  do  not  seek  for 
separation,  which  we  regard  as  the  dream  of  the  visionary.  And  we  take  this  happy 
opportunity  to  assure  you  that  the  religious  convictions  of  all  shall  be  respected,  and  that 
no  man  shall  suffer  wrong  or  injury  because  of  the  religion  which  he  professes. 

Though  great  the  provocation  to  retaliate  in  this  trying  crisis,  we  shall  now,  as  in  the 
past,  discourage  and  discountenance  crime  and  outrage.  We  can  afford  to  be  patient,  when 
we  see,  as  on  to-day,  for  the  first  time  since  our  connection  with  England,  the  happy 
union  of  the  Democracies  of  both  countries.  We  thank  you  a  thousand  times  for  your 
presence  amongst  us  to-day,  to  secure  us  "  free  speech  and  open  combination,"  and  bless 
you  for  your  generous  efforts  to  secure  for  our  dear  country  the  great  boon  of  self- 
government,  the  right  of  the  Irish  to  manage  their  own  affairs  in  a  native  Parliament.

Your  visit  as  representatives  of  the  English  Democracy,  charged  with  the  bearing  of 
the  olive-branch  of  peace  to  our  distracted  land,  marks  an  epoch  which  will  leave  an 
indelible  mark  on  the  destinies  of  the  British  Empire.  For  the  first  time  in  centuries  a

On  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  Longford  we,  the  undersigned  Town  Commis- 
sioners, heartily  welcome  you  to  our  town,  and  beg  to  assure  you  that  we  deeply  appre- 
ciate and  thank  you  for  the  message  which  you  bear  to  Ireland,  conveying  to  Irishmen 
the  sympathy  and  support  of  the  English  people  under  the  deplorable  circumstances 
in  which  this  unhappy  country  is  now  placed,  and  nobly  aiding  her  people  in  the  struggle 
they  are  now  making  for  the  peaceful  solution  of  burning  questions  of  policy,  vitally 
affecting  the  prosperity  and  future  relations  of  both  countries. 
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We  have  always  felt  assured  of  the  sense  of  fair  play  and  justice  which  would  actuate 
the  masses  of  the  English  population  in  dealing  with  Ireland,  but  unhappily  those 
generous  feelings  have  sometimes  been  diverted  by  systematic  misrepresentations  of  our 
country  and  of  our  just  demands,  no  less  than  by  the  want,  hitherto  felt,  of  Parliamen- 
tary power  in  the  hands  of  the  people^  as  distinguished  from  the  privileged  classes  in 
England. 

Our  quarrel  has  not  been  with  the  English  people,  but  with  the  system  of  govern- 
ment under  which  we  were  placed,  with  an  alien  Parliament  in  which  many  oppressive 
and  unjust  laws  were  made  in  the  interest  of  the  few  and  against  the  many — a  Parlia- 
ment which  did  not  represent,  but  rather  totally  ignored  the  wants  and  wishes  of  the 
people  of  Ireland,  and  which,  until  recently,  had  equally  excluded  from  its  portals  and 
from  the  councils  of  the  State  the  representatives  of  the  vast  majority  of  the  English 
nation. 

We  now  hail  your  visit  to  this  country  as  a  sure  guarantee  that  the  people  of  England 
desire  to  have  the  state  of  Ireland  fully  and  fairly  represented  to  them  by  men  of  popular 
sympathies  and  enlightened  minds,  and  when  the  case  of  our  country  is  thus  placed 
before  the  world  we  have  no  fear  of  the  result. 

We  feel  that  justice  will  at  last  be  done  to  Ireland  by  the  enfranchised  public  opinion 
of  England,  and  that  the  demand  for  Home  Government,  which  has  been  continuously 
but  vainly  made  by  successive  generations  of  Irishmen,  will  be  at  last  conceded  as  a 
right  too  long  delayed  from  the  people  of  this  country.

In  addressing  you,  the  representatives  of  the 
great  Democracy  of  England,  we  justly  feel  words  are  inadequate  to  convey  the  deep 
appreciation  which  the  noble  efforts  now  being  made  by  a  large  proportion  of  your 
countrymen  to  redress  existing  wrongs  and  blot  out  the  records  of  a  bitter  past  evoke  in 
the  breasts  of  all  true  Irishmen.  In  the  past  chequered  history  of  our  nation  we  have

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  we  express  our  ardent  wish  and  hope  that  the  efforts  you 
are  nobly  making,  in  conjunction  with  our  true  and  trusted  leaders,  will  be  speedily 
crowned  with  success,  the  first  essential  towards  so  desirable  a  consummation  being  the

Parnell — to 
bear  with  patience  even  the  wrongs  to  which  we  are  subjected,  confident  in  the  hope  that 
the  determination  of  the  two  peoples  that  the  struggle  will  be  brought  to  an  early  and  a 
victorious  close  will  be  successful.
